enced members, have also voluntarily 
retired. Mr. Blount, of Georgia, who 
has served in the house for twenty years 
and as chairman of the committee on 
foreign affairs, also declined a renomi- 
nation. 
Mr. Lanfeam, of Tejas, and several 


other members will noli be in, the next 
house' because they find that they are 
wearing their lives out in' the public 
fcsrvtee'withotrt being able to acctinilu- 
late anything t6t the support of tMr 
families. Five thousand dollars a year 
will not pay the expentea in Washington 
of any member with a family who at- 
tempts to-live as a member of congress is 
expected to do it here. There ara a good 
many members who pay more than that 
for house rent, while there are senators 
who pay from $12,000 to $13,000 a session 
for mere, living expenses at a hotel.—, 
Philadelphia Press.

The Sparrow Docltetaf. 


News comes from Pennsylvania that 


the English sparrow is retiring before 
the advance of our native songbirds. 
At a meeting in Pittsburg of the State 
Ornithological association Dr. Thomas 
L Hazzard read an Interesting report on 
the bird population of the Alleghany 
parks. In 1875 the park commissioners 
imported seventy-five sparrows from 
Philadelphia, and took such good care 
of them that all but three died. The 
three survivors managed to escape from 
the shelter provided for them, and a re- 
turn to their natural habits filled them 
with health and vigor. They began to 
raise families, and in a few years there 
vrere hordes of sparrows, while nearly 
all other birds were driven out of the 
parks by their pugnacious enemies. 


Lately, however, the sparrows seem to 


be less aggressive than they formerly 
were. Last spring Pr. Basiard counted 
in the parks nine robins, four orioles, 
ieveral bluebirds and other song birds. 
There had been seen in the parks also 
during the summer a red headed wood-
